UNION PACIFICS PRESIDENT 
SAYS WARFIELD PLAN WILD 
DRIVE CAPITAL AWAY.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 22.-—Pro- 
posed limitation of railroad earnings 
to 6 per cent. was “objected to by 
Robert 8. Lovett, president of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, today, be- 
fore the House Committee on In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce. Mr. 
Lovett appeared on behalf of the 
Association of Rallway | 

“The suggestion which I under- 
stand was made by one of the law- 
yerg advocating the Warfield plan, 
that everything earned in excess of 
6 per cent. must be deemed wrong- 
ful and as taken illegally from the 
shippers, is utterly preposterous,” 
said Mr. Lovett. “Six per cent. is 
a minimum on questions of confisca- 
tion but there is no statute on the 
books of Congress and no statute of 
any State in this Union so iar as I 
know or have reason to belicve that 
ever declared that 6 per cent. in 
any year shall be the limit of return 
en any railroad investment. 

“I¢ Congress enacts any such law, 
it will be a radical and new de- 
parture in this country and in my 
judgment it will put an end to the 
flow of new money into railroad en- 
terprises, for who will put his 
money into a business involving 
such enormous risks with no hope of 
reward in the event of success. 

“In dealing with railroad capital, 
haven't we in this country Leen in- 
dulging in much loose thinking and 
loose talking as to the old expres- 
sions about railroad property being 
‘devoted to a public use’ and ‘its be- 
ing affected with a public inter- 

“The Supreme Court has re- 
peatediy declared that muney in- 
vested in railroads is as much pri- 
vate property as money in a bank 
or as an investment in a home. 
It is subject to regulation, but rot 
to confiscation.” 

Mr. Lovett said the whecle rall- 
road problem was one of new cap-| 
ital. 

“The so-called railroad problem 
as it existe today is solely a ques- 
tion of railroad credit.’ said Mr. 
Lovett. “The question before Con- 
grees is how to get the capital nec- 
essary to keep up the railroad fa- 
cilities which the country must 
have. Any legislation that does not 
accomplish that object is (utile. 

“New capital cannot be driven 
into ralilreads. It must be induced 


dividends. If you have decided 
against government ownership then 
it inevitably follows that your sys- 
tem of regulation must be such as 
to attract investors to raliroads or 
you won't get the necessary 
facilities.”

NOT THE REAL REMEDY 


DR. NICHOLAS MURRAY BUTLER 
TELIS CAUSES FOR HIGH 
COST OF LIVING.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 22.— 
“Shooting or imprisoning profiteers 
would have little or no effect in 
remedying the high cost of living.’ 

So declared Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columtia Uni- 


versity, in speaking before the 
Commercial Club today on “After 
the War. What?” 


Dr. Butler declared t incomes 
and excess profits should quickly 
and equitably revised in order to 
stimulate business. He said profi- 
teering would not sensibly have in- 
creased the cost of living had not | 
the other and purely economic 
cause been operative. Dr. Butler 
said, in part: 

The causes which contributed to 
bring about the high cost of living 
had heen operating for many years 
before the war. and the war had 
both hastened their operations and 
multiplied their effects. These 
causes are: 

‘l.) Currency inflation, due in 
turn largely to extravagance and 
public borrowing and general ex- 
pansion of credit, 

(2.) Decrease of industrial pro- 
duction, due in part to the transfer- 
ence of not fewer than 25,000,000 
men from their customary work of 
production or distribution of goods 
to military service. 

(3.) The increased cost of. pro- 
ducing the raw materials for the 
world’s food supply, due both to 
operation of well-known economic 
causes In this and other lands. 

(4.) Profiteering in special cases 
and to a limited extent. 

Stimulation of production tn every 
possible form by use of tmproved 
machinery, more scientific devices 
and better organization of industry 
in necessary.

SAYS HOOVER. 


Calls Upon America to Refuse 
Archduke Recognition, 


War in Vain if Hapsburgs or 
Hohenzollerns Return. 


If Action is Delayed it will 
Take Bloodshed Later.

PARIS, Aug. 31.—Herbert Hoover 
just returned from Central Europe 
this afternoon called upon the a4- 
ministration to abandon the Peace 
Conference pussyfooting send 
word immediately to Arthduke Jo- 
seph that the United States wi.) 
never recognize him nor any other 
scion of the Hapsburg family and 
will refuse to aid the Hungesrians 
until Joseph gets cut and a demo- 
cratic government is installed. 

Mr. Hoover stated the American 
people fought the war to victory to 
eliminate Hohenzollerne and Huaps- 
burgs and that the war will have 
been fought in vain if cither famiy 
ia allowed to resume its old positivn 
of power. 

MUST ACT AT ONCE. 

Mr. Hoover predicted the return 
of the old MmMonarchical families te 
Vienna and Berlin if Archduke Jo- 
seph is permitted to remain in pow- 
er at Budapest. Mr. Hoover said he 
believes if the United Statés sends 
a direct ultimatum to Jeseph de- 
manding that he resign and let the 
real Hungarian people form their 
own government within the next five 
days Joseph will quit, whereas if we 
wait a month bloodshed will v-e 
necessary to turn him out. 

Mr. Hoover attacked the Ru- 
manians, who seized all the medica! 
supplies and condensed milk {rom 
the children’s hospital in Budapest 
leaving nothing to feed the infants 
so that within twenty-four hours 
eighteen children died. Despiie 
statements given out by the Amer- 
ican peace commission here that in- 
ter-Allied generals report things 
progressing favorably st Budapest. 
Mr. Hoover says up to noon yester- 
day the Rumaniange still were seiz- 
ing food supplies from Hungarians 
and were shipping them inte Ru- 
mania. 

“QUIT PUSSYFOOTING.” 

“For the United States to sit idly 
by and let the Hapsburg represen(a- 
tive return to power in Budapest is 
beyond the endurance of any red- 
blooded American.’ Mr. Hoover said. 
“I don't stand for Bolsheviks any 
more than for Hapsburgs, but we 
don't need to stand for either one if 
we could apply any direct action in 
these crises. 

“The time has come when we must 
quit pussyfooting with things which 
are loaded with fire. Eastern HEu- 
rope understards only one thing to- 
day—and that's a club. Time was 
when hints or suggestions counted 
but ministries do not fall these days 
from hints—it takes something 
stronger and more direct. , 

AMERICAN CAN DO IT. 

“The American peace commission 
or the United States government can 
take action alone in demanding that 
the Archduke step out, as I don't 
see that we have tied up al! our 
national aspirations and national 
principles with anyone else in the 
world. Poland, Czecho-Slovakia and 
Serbia are fearfully watching this 
setting up of the old military con- 
spiracy tn Budapest and realize, if it 
is permitted, the last of their free- 


dom and independence will be 
speedily lost. And it means their 
destruction. 


“If this thing is sllowed in Buda- 
pest it is only a matter of a short 
time when it comes back to Vienna 
and then to Berlin. A hundred mil- 
lion Americans came into this war 
to destrov a sy8tem which was per- 
sonified by two families—the Hohen- 
zollerns and the Hapsburgs. We 
fought the war in vain if they are 
permitted to come back. A month 
hence it will cost bloodshed and jau- 
man lives to remove Joseph—with- 
In five days I believe Joseph will 
get out if he t& told fairly and 
squarely by the United States ihat 
he must.”

Commission had been notified and sent agents, but the cars were 
already being unloaded when they arrived. The & P.C.A. sent doc- 
tors and other agents to help care for the animals and see that 
they are delivered to the consignees.

© CLASS RULE FOR AMERICA! 

Complications have been added to the 
street-car strike here by the walk-out of 
switchmen employed by the Federal gov- 
ernment in the transcontinental railway 
yards, So unexpectedly did this strike come 
that the Arcade depot was filled with pas- 
sengers who had already purchased their 
tickets of the government. Among them 
were scores of women with children who 
were not rich enough to have private cars, 
not rich enough indeed to hire taxis and pay 
for lodging in local hotels. These unfortu- 
nates spent the night trying to sleep on 
the benches in the station: and in the 
morning four of them were taken to local 
hospitals. 

One passenger train was abandoned by 
the crew at Tropico, a suburb without ho- 
tel facilities. Women started to trudge the 
six miles into the city, some carrying babes. 
Others spread their shawls on the grass and 
prepared to spend thé night in the open. 
They were on their way to eastern points 
with just enough money to carry them. It 


Was useless to walk into Los Angeles, be- 


cause they could not pay for a night's lodg- 
ing after arriving. As always happens in 
such cases, it was the very poor who suf- 
fered. The others were able to telephone 
for taxis and spend the night comfortably 
in local hotels. 

These striking switchmen and yardmen 
are United States government employees. 
In striking without giving warning they 
are violating their own signed a 
with the United States Rallroad Adminis- 
tration, “striking against the United States 
government; and in so doing they are guilty 
of sedition against the peace and sover 
eignty of the United States.

They can still attend 
the theaters at night and return home in 
their private cars. Shopping is rendered 
more pleasant for them, because the stores 
are less crowded. But it is the employees 
in the shops, stores and factories who are 
beginning to suffer. Their struggle to keep

When the Plumb plan for the government 
to purchase the railroads and turn them 
over to the railway unions was introduced 
in Congress one radical union leader de- 
clared that if the plan were not accepted 
the “roads would be tied up by the work- 
ers forever.” That is the spirit of the local 
members of the ralfiroad brotherhoods. 
They will dictate to the government what 
shall be the contents of the cars which 
they handle or they will “tie up the roads 
forever.” If such dictation is accepted by 
the government representative rule in this 
country is at an end. If the one alternate 
action to bowing to such dictatorship were 
the abandonment temporarily of railway 
transportation that alternative should be 
courageously accepted. Any yielding at 
this time will lead only to more autocratic 
demandé. Whenever the sovereignty of 
the people is challenged that challenge 
must be answered if free government is to 


survive. 


Offers of mediation have been made in 
the local streetcar strike and it is possible 
that an agreement may be reached under 
which the strikers may go to work while 
the differences are being ironed out be- 
tween the mapagement and committees 
representing the strikers. That is a ques- 
tion that the companies and the men must 
decide: it is not one in whieh the public 
can profitably interfere. 

But*in making that settlement there is 
one stipulation on which every decent, hon- 
est aml patriotic man must insist: the men 
who ¢cddrageously volunteered to keep the 
ears moving during the strike must not 
lose their jobs. Those men performed a 
public service; for it was against the trav- 
eling public that the carmen struck. They 
sought to tie up every street car in and 
about Los Angeles, regardless of conse 
quences, believing that they could cause 
so great a public inconvenience that there 
would be ea general demand upon the com- 
panies to accede to the terms of the strik- 
ers. All honor to the carmen who courage- 
ously stuck to thelr posts of duty in so 
critical a time. They have helped keep 
the wheels of industry turning: but equal 
honor attaches to the men who volunteefed 
to perform a difficult and dangerous public 
service in a time of crisis. They have 
served alike the companies and the public 
well; and any Mmaemagement that would 
agree to discharge them as a concession to 
the strikers would deserve to be branded 
with the stripe of public infamy. 

The men who tok the jobs must be al- 
lowed to keep them. They must not be dis- 


placed by strikers. 


NTERVENTION PROSPECTS. 

Again the door of intervention swings 
open before the United States government. 
One of the obligations assumed by this 
country in promulgating its famous Monroe 
Doctrine was to guarantee the security of 
life and property on the Western Hemi- 
sphere. While the obligation is only a 
moral one, the honor of our republic and 
its security are involved. The cumulative 
evidence of the last five years furnishes 
incontestable proof that over practically the 
whole of Mexico there is a reign, not of law, 
but of banditry. There is no more security 
of life or property in Mexico under the 
Carranza government than in Russia under 
the Bolsheviki. 

No effort has been spared in the United 
States to give friendly co-operation to the 
Federal administration of Mexico in ef- 
forts to restore order and place the coun- 


try on a sound political and industrial ba- 


sis. The policy of watchful waiting has 
been adhered to until it has become a term 
of reproach to the American people. Our 
government has forbidden the shipment of 
arms or provisions to Mexican rebels. Our 
secret service has gone at times to unjusti- 
flable extremes in exposing alleged plots in 
this country to overthrow the Mexican gov- 
ernment and to prosecute those suspected 
of conspiracy. The government has shown 
a forbearance towards Mexican outrages on 
the persons and property of American citi- 
zens that is without parallel in the history 
of nations. 

But the pacific policies adopted have 
seemed only to add fuel to the flame. Actual 
conditions in Mexico form a composite pic- 
ture of anarchy and barbarism. One has 
but to read the reports of recent interpella- 
tions of British ministers in the House of 
Commons to discover that this country must 
accept the obligations which it imposes on 
itself under the Monroe Doctrine for the 
maintenance of order in Mexico or abandon 
that doctrine and permit intervention on 
the part of the British and French govern- 
ments. 

When Mexican bandits captured Amer 
lean aviators last week and compelled our 
government to secure their release through 
payment of a ransom indisputable proof 
was given to the world that this country fs 
not able to pacify Mexico from without. 
Armed intervention looms, not because the 
American people desire to possess them- 
selves of Mexican soil or revenye, but be- 
cause every other possible remedy has been 
tried and has failed. The Carranza gov- 
ernment is without the power or igclination 
to give to Mexico a stable administration: 
no other government either exists or f¢ in 
the making. It tis a case where a capital 
operation must be performed, and the only 
question at iesue is over the selection of 
surgeons. 

Intervention, however, is not as serious 
or as calamitous as the ordinary use of the 
term implies. America has intervened at 
various times during domestic disturbances 
in other countries, and in every instance 
the people of the invaded territory were 
the chief beneficiaries. America intervened 
when there was serious trouble between 
Mexico and Texas: and due to that inter- 
vention is the present prosperity of all the 
border land. America intervened during 
the Boxer troubles in China; the result was 
an almost inetant restoration of order. 
Most notable perhaps of the instances of 
American intervention was the armed oc- 
cupation of Cuba. Conditions on that island 
were almost ag bad as those south of the 
Rio Grande. Intervention gave to Cuba a 
stable government and unparalleled pros- 
perity; and America withdrew as soon as 
the Cubans demonstrated their ability to 
govern themselves. The resources of the 
island are now developed; life and prop- 
erty are secure and Cuba is free. That in- 
tervention cost the American people sev- 
eral hundred militions of dollars. None of 
that sum Wag assessed against the new re- 
public: it was a voluntary contribution of 
blood and treasure by our country in the 
interests of humanity. 

It is under somewhat similar conditions 
that the American government now ap- 
proaches the highly-important consideration 
of intervention in Mexico. Some of the 
most productive territory on the surface of 
the earth is going back to the desert and 
the jungle because the forces of civilization 
are driven out by lawlessness and banditry. 
A native people, numbering several mil- 
lions, is lapsing into barbarism, after having 
been lifted up towards modern civilization 
by nearly a centcy of organized govern- 
ment. The investments of thousands of 
citizens of civilized countries have been ex- 
propriated by unscrupulous governmé@nts or 
wasted by bandits. The time has plainly 
arrived when order must be restored by 
forces from without or Mexico will become 
one of the waste places of the earth. Every 
law of humanity demands that there must 
be a forcible restoration of order in Mex- 
ico; for by no other means cay, its civiliza- 
tion be protected and re-established. 

One of the useful lessons taught by re- 
cent events, alike in the Ameficas and in 
Europe, is that the utilitarian theory that 
each people must be left to work out its 
own salvation in its own way is not prac- 
tical. The interdependence of different peo- 
ples has been clearly established; for peo- 
ples are jammed together on the earth 
much like apples in a barrel: and if tainted 
apples are permitted to remain the infec- 
tion spreads to the entire’mass. Anarchy 
in Mexico encourages lawlessness in our 
own country; through providing a haven 
for criminals able to escape across the 
border. 

Americans may ask why an unkind fate 
has forced this new burden upon us. The 
load which the present generation is now 
carrying would seem to be sufficient: but 
it is well to remember that destiny ifs a 
sphynx with lips forever dumb. It has 
been well said that one does not argue with 
God. While the Mexican situation is not te 
the liking nor of the making of the Amer. 
lean people, it is, nevertheless, one for which 


@e cannot evade responsibility. It is doubt-~ 


ful if the whole military force of the United 
States can bring prosperity back to Mexico: 
until the socialistic and anarchistic sections 
of the new Mexican Constitution are re 
pealed. The most difficult part of the task 
will be placing Mexican industry on a sub- 
stantial basis. Pacification will be easter 
than creating a condition in production 
which will give to the country a favorable 
trade balance and insure its populations 
against poverty and misery. 


Weary as the present. generation may ' 
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feel, we must not forget that our country 
has never yet dodged a plain responsibility. 
In so far as Mexico is concerned we are in- 
deed our brother's keeper. 
hoped, of course, that reason will prevall in
